Rome.—A new official world survey 
of the foreign missions of the Church 
has just been published by the Sacred 
Congregation of Propaganda Fide. 

The missionary personnel in June, 
1127, totaled 46,174, including 12,952 
priests, foreign and native born, secu- 
ike and religious, 5,110 brothers, and 
#112 sisters. These at the date given 
gere distributed in 374 ecclesiastical! 
fvisions in 81 counties and hailed 
from 51 different nations. 

There are 281 bishops in mission 
kads and 91 prefects. Of the priests, 
9038 are listed as foreign missionar- 
ies, 4,305 are native clergy, while for 
999 no distinction is made in the re- 
wens. Of the brothers, 3,222 are for- 
sign born, 1.314 are native born, and 
distinction not made for 574. 
Among the sisters, 13,929 are foreign 
wen, 11,399 our native born, while 
are listed without distinction. 
This gives a listed total of 25,189 for- 

missionaries and 17,018 native 
porn religious workers, men and wom- 
m, while 3,967 are listed without dis- 
tinction. 

Among the lay workers, there are 
1,507. catchists, 38,679 teachers, 

95,6844 baptizers. In some fields 
all of these do not give their time to 
the Church. For the first time the 
girvey gives medical workers, listing 
66 doctors laboring in mission med- 
wal institutions and 855 trained 
nurses. 

The grand total of workers in the 
mission field is 163,613, the equal of 
the population of the city of Grand 
Rapids, Mich., or of the city and sur- 
rounding borough of Southampton, in

Catholic Population Given 
The total Catholic population of 


mission lands under the Propaganda 
is 13,345,373. In Europe, particularly 
in Seandinavia and in the Southeast- 
em areas of the continent, Propagan- 
da cares for 1,041,339, in India and 
Burma, 2,172,340, in Indo-China, 1,- 
237,339, in China 2,373,677,*the Japa 
nese Empire 206,754, in Africa %,202,- 
993, in Halesia and Oceania 596,554, 
While in the missionary regions of the 
Americas unded the Congregation 
there are 2,280,541.

Brother Gilbert, C. S. C., 35, a mem- 
ber of the faculty of Holy Cross Col- 
lege, New Orleans, La., and from 1919 
to 1924 a member of the Central Cath- 
olic High school staff, Fort Wayne, 
died late Friday afternoon in New 
Orleans. La. Brother Harold, C. 8. C., 
principal of the Fort Wayne school, 
received the message soon after the 
educator’s death. ‘lhe announcement 
was received with profound regret by 
the faculty and by the many friends in 
general of the late teacher who was 
so well known. 

Brother Gilbert was known in the 
world as James Horton. He was born 
in Traverse City, Mich., and received 
the habit-in the Congregation of Holy 
Cross. Notre Dame, in 1913, and was 
professed in 1920, teaching two years 
in New Orleans. Five years were 
spent in Fort Wayne, after which he 
served as superior at Sacred Heart 
College. Watertown, Wis., from 1924 
to 1926, when changed to New Orleans. 
He was a teacher of much ability and 
a versatile writer. For some time past 
he had been editorial writer for the 
Morning Star, Catholic weekly of New 
Orleans, and had contributed exten- 
sively to it and other publications.

AGAINST CHURCH 
AT TABASCO, MEX. 


Two Distinguished Catho- 
lics, After Being Impris- 
oned, Mysteriously Disap- 
pear—One Priest Work- 
ing In State Is Hunted— 
Despoliation of Churches. 


Mexico City.—Coincident with the 
appointment of the Rt. Rev. Vincent 
Camacho, of Guadalajara, Jalisco, as 
Bishop of Tabasco, just announced by 
the Apostolic Delegate, reports con- 
tinue to be received here telling of per- 
secution of Catholics and destruction 
of churches in that estate, the only one 
which yet formally accepted 
the agreement reached between the 
Church and State last year. 

The persecution, according to ad- 
vices from persons living in the affect- 
ed area, has taken several forms, and 
shows no sign of ending. Churches 
have been destroyed and looted; Cath- 
olics have been persecuted and impris- 
oned; and the one priest in the area,’ 
Father Macario Fernandez Aguado, 
has been forced to travel constantly 
about the state, remaining in hiding a 
large part of the time, to avoid being 
slain. | 

Two Catholics Mysteriouslly | 
Disappear. ) 

Two Catholics, Attorney Juan B. 
Rueda and Mr. Lorenzo Rodas, have 
disappeared after having been impris- 
oned in the state, according to a letter 
from there dated February %. Mr 
Rodas is a brother of the Vicar Gen 
eral, Father Manuel Rodas, who has 
been unable to enter the state since 
the religious persecution began 
1926, 

The arrest of the two Catholics, the 
letter says, is believed to have resulted 
from their efforts on behalf of the 
Church in Tabasco. Judge Rueda pre 
pared a petition on behalf of Mr. Ro- 
das, protesting against destruction of 
churches in the state. 

No worship is permitted in the Dio- 
cese of Tabasto, and priests are for 
bidden entrance. The only one work- 
ing in the state is Father Aguado, who 
for three years has risked his life by 
remaining in the area. So difficult 
his task that he must réemaln in hiding 
most of the time, and must exercise 
every care in sending letters to his 
former Bishop, the Archbishop of 
Mexico City, Msgr. Diaz, so that his 
movements will not be traced.

fast, which means that they 


1. May take only one full meal a day, Sundays 
excepted, This full meal may be taken either at noon 
or in the evening. 


2. If the full meal be taken at noon, then the 
amount consumed at the evening repast or collation 
should mot exceed ten ounces, If the principal meal 
be taken in the evening, then the noon refection or 
collation may not exceed ten ounces. 

3. Meat is permitted only at the principal meal, 
except, on Sunday; it is not even permitted at the 

rincipal meal on Wednesdays and Fridays, and on 
Umber Saturday. 


4. At the collation everything may be eaten ex- 
cept meat, but the quantity must not exceed ten 
ounces. 


5. According to the intention of the Church only 
liquids are permitted in the morning, such as coffee, 
tea, cocoa. But custom has led to the toleration of 
the use df unbuttered bread or toast, or crackers, the 
quantity not to exceed two ounces. 


6. The use of tea, coffee, or any liquid except milk 
or one in which considerable milk is used, may be 
taken between meals without breaking the fast. 


7. Lard, suet, or drippings of any kind of animal 
fat may be used in. cooking and seasoning foods. 


after twelve o’clock, meat will be permitted. 


THOSE WHO ARE EXEMPT 


Those under twenty-one years and over sixty; 
those who are ill recovering from illness; those whose 
work requires a large measure of physical strength; 
women bearing or nursing children. These classes of 
people are not touched by the law, and, consequently, 
they need no dispensation from fasting; but they 
must, as every seven-year-old child must, observe the 
common law of abstinence. 


DISPENSATIONS 

Men serving in the army and navy, except when 
on furlough, are allowed by papa! indult to eat meat 
on every day of the year except Ash Wednesday, 
Good Friday, the forenoon of Holy Saturday and the 
Vigils of Christmas and the Assumption. 

By an Indult of the Holy See renewed very re- 
cently those belonging to the laboring classes are 
dispensed from the law of abstinence on all days 
except the Fridays of the year, Ash Wednesday, 
Holy Saturday morning, and the whole Vigil of 
Christmas. The permission to eat meat is intended 
only for the principal meal each day. Al! members 
of the family are entitled to the same dispensation 
when it is granted in favor of the head of the familv 
who works hard, Of course, those who are dispensed 
from fasting may have meat more than one a day 
but the Indult relates only to abstinence.
